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Question: If we look around in the West, and in the 
light of social and religious changes, we can see 
initiatives, and rather conflicts, between spiritualists 
and materialists, and between the spiritualists 
themselves throughout the numerous religions and the 
spiritual doctrines that are increasing day by day. The 
question is: Will Islam emerge after all that bitter 
conflict? 

Answer: This is actually taking place. It is, as 
mentioned between materialists and spiritualists and 
among spiritualists themselves, and indisputably 
religions such as Buddhism and Yoga play a significant 
role in this conflict. 

What, on earth, is the reason of this conflict among 
people who are all suffering from the pressure of 
materialism and yearning for a refreshing spiritual 
world?". 

The reason for this conflict is that as much those 
people yearn for spiritual life, they grasp the scientific 
methods and yet insist on not to diverge from the 
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balance of science. This is because they have been 
brought up on science and under its wings. In this case, 
neither of them would accept to take on to spiritual life 
as an alternative to get on with civilized life. Hence, the 
conflict rises between yearning for spiritual life and that 
for science so as to keep up with the civilized course 
and to maintain scientific gains. 

The question is: Who will put an end to this conflict 
and compromise between spiritualism and science? 

It is Islam which, unlike any other religion that 
flooded Europe, would make Man enjoy the beauty of 
spiritualism and at the same time adjust him within the 
boundaries of scientific methods and rules. 

The spiritualism of Islam is the fruit of practicing 
science truths and keeping to its path. It is not hoaxes or 
astray dreams. Converting to Islam would not lead 
people to sacrifice science, it rather encourages them to 
delve more into the depths of science and walk all the 
way along. Contrastively, taking on to other 
new-coming man-made religions is linked up to giving 
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Islamic intellectual meeting in Algeria, where I was a 
participant, that he visited the Library of Dickhart and 
found out a translation of a book of al-Ghazali's called 
"The Savior from Deviation", he went through it to find 
a comment written by Dickhart himself reading: "To be 
transferred to our approach". 

Question: What is the connection between the literate 
and illiterate, taking into account that the illiterate 
would not know he is so sometimes." So how can he 
become aware of his ignorance, and how can he find 
someone trustworthy enough to guide him to truth? 
And what is the criteria that could be followed to 
acquire knowledge". 

Answer: Imam Malik says: "Knowledge is a religion, 
so watch out where you get your religion from"! 

Someone may ask: "Is priority then for religion or 
for knowledge?" Whoever asks such a question should 
stand before someone impartial who deals with the true 
knowledge with no prejudice whatsoever on either 
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science or religion. This is what God commands as 
saying: "And pursue not that of which thou has no 
knowledge; for surely the hearing, the sight, the heart, all of 
those shall be questioned for" (Al-Isra': 17/36). 

By resorting to a knowledgeable person, you should 
pay attention to something important, i.e. if the person 
in question talks about knowledge, he should be 
sincerely doing so without using knowledge as a means 
to win victory for perceptions he is calling for. 

Upon achieving this, dear brother, that person will 
help take you out of the darkness of ignorance into the 
light of knowledge, and then this light of knowledge, in 
turn, will take you to faith and Islam; because true 
belief in God and what follows of rules and principles is 
an end along the way of knowledge. 

Consequently, everyone who completes his/her 
scientific journey to the end would be delivered by 
knowledge to the truthful religion, i.e. Islam for which 
all God's Prophets and Messengers have been sent 
since Adam up to Muhammad "God bless him". 
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clearly embodied in Mark and Darwin, both of them are 
unquestionably scientific researchers, but neither could 
ever reach a firm scientific truth through his researches 
about the origin of man, over which both Europe and 
America bear witness. 

Thus, Newton was a brilliant researcher in science, 
through which he did reach lots of truths, however he 
could not at the same time reach a truth through 
science in some other matters. Newton did 
acknowledge "time" as having "an absolute existence", 
but this has been later refuted when scientists agreed 
that "time" is what they called "the mobile fourth 
dimension of space" i.e. time is a moving shadow of 
events. In the light of this, can we call Newton's 
conception of "time" a scientific truth as he imagined it 
now that it has been refuted? Had we been able to do 
so, right and wrong would have become equal, and both 
would have been scientific truths with no difference in 
between. 

Since Newton's time up to the present day, it is the 
mentality of the scientific researchers that developed

rather than science itself. Otherwise, it would mean that 
"time" at Newton's era had an absolute existing entity 
then this entity vanished to become the fourth 
dimension of the space which, of course, can not be 
acknowledged by any scientist. 

As for the uncertainty, it is unquestionably the 
incentive that leads to certainty. Dubiety is a sort of 
disease or an alert of a disease that could be cured by 
scientific research which, in turn, would gradually set 
the people who carry it free from this disease and 
elevate them to certainty. 

This is actually what Imam Ghazali meant when he 
talked about the uncertainty which came over him and 
led him to set off for certainty. Likewise, Dickhart's 
course about "uncertainty" is similar to that of 
Ghazali' s, may God bless his soul. 

In this occasion, I would like to point out to the 
Tunisian historian scholar Sir. Osman Al-Ka'ak, he said 
in a lecture delivered during the 10 th anniversary of the 
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answer to this question is that it has come out as a result 
of unsuccessful experience that did last for quite a long 
time. There is no doubt that an Islamic awakening is 
looming large over our Islamic environment. This 
awakening rings the bell for full alert in the West for 
the danger of this over the Western part of the world. 

In this occasion, I would like to mention something I 
do not intend to say: I read a report from the National 
Security Council in America issued in 1991 regarding 
the danger of Islam on the West. This report goes on to 
set out the rules to articles and combat the danger of 
Islam. Some of those articles are: stirring up 
contradictions among Muslims, and causing troubles 
between them, others are not worth mentioning. In 
other words, this fear is a result of the Islamic 
wakefulness in the Arab and Islamic World and this 
wakefulness is the fruit of the above mentioned rule: 
"Unsuccessful experience bears the seeds of its 
antipode." 

Question: Referring back to your lecture about 
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abandoning the concept of "absolute time" and 
Newton's scientific instructions, don't you think this is 
the normal development for science? and why do you 
call theories of science as conceptions whereas you are 
not against science? And as for uncertainty, don't you 
think that it leads to certainty, which is the door of 
belief? 









Answer: there is a difference between "scientific 
research" and "scientific conclusion". Someone may be 
realistically called a scientific researcher when trying to 
reach scientific truths by virtue of scientific course and 
means. However, it is not necessary that every scientific 
researcher would reach an acknowledged / firm 
scientific truth. For example, a researcher in the origin 
of man through the comparative embryology and fossils 
is undoubtedly a scientific researcher, but the 
conclusion he/she reaches is not necessarily a firm 
scientific truth. 

This researcher, through the course of his research, 
may or may not reach the scientific truth. This could be 
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problems as well. I say: Islamic state is the last stage 
along the way of Islamic commitment. First of all, 
Islam should be deeply rooted within Muslims, 
truthfully grown in their minds and sentimentally in 
their hearts. Once this is achieved, Muslims come 
together to embody God's words: 

"Believers are brothers, so reconciliate between your 
brothers" (Surat Al-Hujurat 49/10). 

So Islam, orchestrated in truthful loyal Muslims, will 
not emanate from the state or its system, it is rather the 
Islamic state which would emanate from the depth of 
this reality. 

This conception laid by the questioner is strange and 
rather reversed. Muslims in Islam, historically 
speaking, first started as individuals, and next got 
together and loved each other, then from within this 
coalition and Islamic course, the state emanated. 

Question: How would the Islamic renaissance come 
out from the West whereas Muslims are dispersed in 
different directions?

Answer: Dear brother, who says that God will only 
guide Westerners to Islam merely for the sake of 
Muslims?! Who says so!? 

We would go too far if we imagined that the West 
will not wake up from its coma nor will know Islam 
unless a hand from the Islamic World stretches forth to 
help it out. What about God's hand, His might and light 
of guidance! In the way God made you love faith, He 
can make it loved by others. 

This is clear, do not put yourself as a mediator 
between God and His people. 

Question: If we consider the theory that says: 
"Unsuccessful experience bears the seeds of its 
antipode." Why would then not the Islamic renaissance 
emanate from the East as it reaches a deadlock with its 
bitter experience? 

Answer: This rule applies in the East as well as in the 
West. I would like, in this context, ask a question: 
"Where has the Islamic wakefulness come from"? The 
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or backwardness? I would assure you that all these 
reasons are no more than branches from the mother 
trunk; the separation that dominates us. 

Question: Are we supposed to wait until Islam is born 
in the West? And do you mean, in your lecture, the 
margnalization of Muslims' role in the world 
particularly the Arab one? 

Answer: I have not said that Muslims should lie down 
and sleep until the West wakes up and takes on to 
Islam?. 

I have never said that Muslims should be an example 
for dependence and laziness. There are two sections in 
the World: The Islamic World that has been afflicted 
with lots of things, and the Western World for which I 
expressed my view and expectation which I do not 
think that I was exaggerating. 

However, neither the Islamic renaissance in the West 
nor our falling behind it would be of any avail or harm 
to us. The way is safely carved before us and the call of 
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God is audible. Hence, there is no justification 
whatsoever for Muslims to get jet lag, lazy or 
dependant, or even wait for the West to go ahead of us 
in this field. 

Question: Dear Dr. Bouti, don't you think that the 
broken bridge you talked about during your lecture will 
get connected by means of the establishment of the 
Islamic state rather than science or sentiments that are 
not a big deal when the state of Islam has been 
established? 

Answer: In an answer to this question, I would like to 
put a question across: 

Is the state of Islam a gate and entrance to Islam or a 
product of the domination of Islam over individuals? 

Though the answer to this question is so simple, 
some of our Muslims brothers are quite ignorant of it! 

Some say: The state of Islam can sort out the 
problem of calling for Islam, identify it and solve other 
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How can we reach the moon? 



How can we clone humans? 






That is to say the West are not looking for the ends 
behind these achievements. Therefore, reaching such 
material achievements must have been accompanied 
with human catastrophes! What do you see about that? 

Answer: I think my lecture was an explanation for 
this subject. There is nothing wrong about what you 
have said. Rougee Garoudi is one of many who eagerly 
want to liberate the West from the retardation it suffers 
under the name of civilisation. Yes, indeed, I think that 
what we see today of clashing and conflict between the 
democracy of Garoudi and the tyranny of other 
European departments is a phenomenon of conflict in 
which Islam will be the winner; i.e. for human 
development in the West. I think I do not need to add 
more of what I have mentioned. 

Question: I would like to thank you for your lecture 
and would like to express my deepest sincere love to 
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you for God's sake. My question is: To what extent do 
the Muslims ignore the permitted science, and how can 
we compromise between permitted science and the 
religiously-accepted science particularly in the Islamic 
World today? 

I do not know if there is something called "permitted 
science." There are some branches of knowledge that 
fall within the domain of "individual duties" and other 
within "collective duties" i.e. what you have called 
"permitted science" falls within the collective duties 
whose effectiveness is related to the society as a whole; 
i.e. if some individuals take charge of it to achieve the 
final benefit, the duty is dropped off other individuals; 
otherwise, every single individual in the society is 
answerable and responsible for this sort of knowledge. 
There are a lot of collective duties that have been 
changed into individual duties as a result of our 
negligence, I would ascribe this to one reason i.e. 
separation. 

Someone may say: could it be for ignorance, poverty 
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every group. The gaps could be bridged when the 
Shi'ites get rid of the extremism which is growing 
among them and move steadily forward to bring this 
into being. Likewise, when the Sunnites keep an eye on 
their society not to prevail extremism against the 
Shi'ites, then the gaps could be easily bridged. 

However, if there is no serious determination to sort 
out the problem of extremism, all those conferences 
that are being held will move round and round in 
circles. These conferences are being promoted and 
heavily backed up with money. What a big deal! 

Question: Since we know as Muslims where we stand 
at present, could you please tell us what we can do or 
study to generate our knowledge once again? 

Answer: Muslims' disease, at the present day, 
wherever they are East or West, is a single disease; i.e. 
divergence, and since we have diagnosed the disease 
we can easily find the cure. The cure for this disease is 
to eliminate the reasons of separation between 
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Muslims; (these reasons are very few), and to bring to 
life the common grounds which are too many. 

This is the disease; wherever I go and move about in 
the West - both in Europe and America - I find that 
there is a depressing phenomena in Muslims' lives i.e. 
divergence / detachment. This also applies to our Arab 
and Islamic countries, both peoples and leaders' levels 
alike. 

Hence this is our position, we are going round in a 
vicious circle and the cure is to firmly hold the common 
grounds, and they are too many, and to pass over the 
differences which are very few. 

Question: The Muslims thinker Rougee Garoudi said 
in one of his lectures: "The question that always recurs 
in the West is: How, When and Why?" 

In other words, the West is looking for the means 
and ways not for the ends. Such as: 

How can we make the nuclear bomb? 
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audio-taped? And what do you have to say concerning 
this occasion? 

Answer: First of all, the debate has been recorded 
fully and I have the record. Second, I would like to say 
to the brother who has asked the question, there is no 
need to stir up a matter that was rolled up sometime 
ago. We, dear brother, are now looking for the common 
grounds and the means that would bridge the gaps of 
differences and detachment. However, if you sense any 
goodness from calling for this issue, I would answer 
you. 

Question: Do you think that Muslims in the East are 
doing their best to give the chance to the birth of Islam 
in the West? 

Answer: The birth of Islam in the West will not be 
ascribed to Muslims inhabiting the East, this is mainly 
ascribed to God Who says: "If you turn back (from the 
path), He will substitute in your stead another prople; 
then they would be not like you". 
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This is mainly ascribed to God whose Messenger 
says: "God has enabled me to see the east and the west of the 
earth (so that I could see most of it) and the property of my 
nation will be as much as I have been enabled to see" 

I said earlier, it is not a matter of efforts or plans 
exerted by us, Muslims, those Muslims who are living 
in the West are unfortunately busy arguing with each 
other and they often need the police to compromise 
between them. Nonetheless, people in the West are 
having a deep sigh looking for Islam. 

Question: A conference was held in Damascus/Syria 
about bridging the gaps between Islamic doctrines. 
Could you possibly brief up its agenda? 

I participated in some activities of the conference in 
question, where I mentioned something that could be an 
answer to your question. 

The conferences that are being held to bridge the 
gaps between the Islamic doctrines could be substituted 
with one thing; that is to eliminate the extremism of 
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we are suffering from, it is going to be something 
completely different. 

Question: How do you feel about the Arab and 
Muslim chaps resorting to the West so as to enjoy what 
is called human rights protection over there? 

This reflects the phenomena you discussed and it 
reminds us of the saying: I went west and found Islam 
without Muslims and I went back East to find Muslims 
without Islam. So what is the control factor to this 
phenomena? 

Answer: The phenomena you are pointing out could 
assure what we said earlier. When we see an inclination 
in the West to ethics and respect for human right, we 
realize that the graphic line is heading up to get rid of 
the shackles the West was deeply suffering from. 

Nonetheless, I do not agree that the West, 
strategically sort of speech, cares for human 
rights. However we can say: Yes indeed there are some 
individuals in the Western world that advocate human 
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rights, but where politics and politicians are concerned; 
Western purposes come first and everything else could 
be sacrificed for them so that to achieve these purposes. 

Besides, this contradiction between individuals and 
leaders constitute, at present, another factor which 
would push people to the West to look for an outlet 
from the ordeal they are going through; the vent is 
Islam indeed. 

On the other hand, the person who asked this 
question may want to defame the Islamic Arab world of 
wronging human rights. Never! Islam preserves human 
rights, but it is hindered from implementing such 
preservation and bringing it into effect, and the reason 
is obvious to all of us. 

Question: In the back of your book 
"Al-la-Madhhablyah", you have recorded a debate 
between yourself and a Salafi teacher. The Salafi 
teacher said in his reply that you did not quote him 
fully. My question is "Was this discussion recoreded or 
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imagine that the West will quit all this and head 
towards what seems to be backwardness of Muslims on 
a large scale? 

Answer: The person who asks this question might 
have been taken by outward appearance that would 
make the Westerners drunk rather than happy. I would 
ask you, brother, to look into the heart of the matter, 
because if you ask every single person in the West 
about the extent of happiness with the cicilisation you 
described, he/she will give you a similar answer. 

The best example to this is the people who were 
living this glittering material civilisation then converted 
to Islam. If you ask them today how happy they were, 
they may give out deep sighs or ask you not to remind 
them of the tragedies they were set free from. 

One of these people is the American scholar 
Geoffrey Lang who converted to Islam eight years ago. 
I read his book "Struggle to Surrender" in which he 
expressed his resentment at traditional Christianity he 
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was involved in that led him to atheism which, in turn, 
distressed him and only in Islam he found out the 
happiness he was looking for. 

Going through his book, I came across a chapter in 
which he says: "When I converted to Islam I was 
careful to do the five prayers only congregationally, and 
familiarized myself with its rules and beliefs, 
particularly those prayers that said in a loud voice. One 
person asked me once, out of curiosity, "Why are you 
so keen to share prayers with others and you do not 
know Arabic?" I answered him in another question: 
"Why would a baby feel at ease when hearing its 
mum's voice though the baby can understand nothing?" 
Similarly, I deeply feel such a relation between myself 
and this heavenly speech". 

This sort of speech confirms what I said earlier, and 
pretty soon will find more evidences about what I am 
talking about. 

Likewise, when Westerners honestly take on to 
Islam, they will not end up in the same backwardness

Question: Why are all the Moslem countries 
backwarded as if there were an adherent connection 
between them and backwardness? 

The reason for that could be briefed in one factor; 
i.e. divergence. This divergence changed into 
disintegration and then to collision. 

In this case, no matter how glorious the cicilisation is 
or huge the power or riches are, they will vanish by 
means of this aloofiness and disintegration; hence 
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appears backwardness. The question is: Why the 
countries, in question, are separated? 

As a matter of fact, there are certain plots aiming at 
this divergence. These plots, however, could not have 
been succeeded had the Islamic world not been 
descending. If so, no one can ever separate brothers one 
from the other. 

But when hearts headed for more worthless gains, 
more money and worldly positions where people 
furiously competed for, Islam's antagonists made use of 
this Achilles heel and broke through. 

Muslims, nonetheless, will come back to their 
previous progress, only when the worldly love is 
elevated to the love of God rather than of others. This 
love will boost them to challenge and hence all aspects 
of retardation will vanish for ever. 

Question: The West is boosting his civilization, 
scientific achievements, liberty and the respect for 
others' opinions, boosting social equity., how could we 
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unbelievers, fighting in the way of Allah and vever afraid of the 
reproaches of such as find fault". (Surat Al-Maidah: 5/54) 

The whole world will soon witness that the Western 
civilisation would not miss the key of the human 
happiness nor would it throw it away beyond the reach 
of Man, as some pessimists conceive. 

The light of Islam is still on, and the human 
sentiments will find the key they have been looking for 
everywhere for happiness. This key will be found in the 
West itself, and this will only happen through guidance 
from the light of Islam and through the light of science 
under its NEW perspective. 

Finally, may God bless the soul of the genius of his 
age, Sa'id al-Nuri, who was called "Badi' al-Zaman", 
when asked by the Mufti of Egypt, Sheikh Bakhlt 
al-Muti'i, at the time when the Ottoman Caliphate was 
coming to its end: What do you think about the destiny 
of the Ottoman Caliphate and the conspiracies plotted 
against it in Europe?

Through this approach, they will get to know God in 
their minds first and then they will turn to Him pushed 
by deep love; today it is love that the Western Man is 
thirsty for not knowledge. 

The transformation that will follow the dealing with 
the new perspective meaning of science will take the 
following course: 

The mind will get to realise first, by means of 
scientific channels, the existence of God, His Oneness 
and Dominion in the universe. 

Then, a premanent remembering or invocation of the 
God, Who alone possesses this unequalled / unrivalled 
power, will prevail, and bit by bit, Man will get to know 
that the universe is no more than a pure page on which 
are inscribed the masterpieces of this Creator, the 
Almighty God. The graces that people are blessed of, 
are from one true source of graces; the perfection in any 
creation is no more than a single aspect of the true 






source of perfection; the heart - capturing and eye - 
catching beauty is no more than a hint in the Creator of 
the whole beauty, and the science with its high-rank 
associates is no more than a drop in the ocean from the 
Knower of the things unseen; God the Almighty. 

This continuous realisation awakens the heart and 
puts it under the spell of deep love to the possessor of 
these qualities, and the beams of this love will storm the 
heart and elevate it to the source of all these qualities, 
i.e. God the Almighty. So, all scattered sources of love 
would unify in one love, and no other: the love of God. 

Therefore, as a result of this intellcetual certainty 
about God through the new perspective of science, and 
this heart-overwhelming love that would follow, the 
foreseen transformation is accomplished to correspond 
with the Words of God: 

"O ye who believe! if any from among you turn back from 
his Faith, Allah will bring a people whom He will love and who 
will love Him - lowly with the believers, mighty against the 
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"mind" which looks for the ultimate truth and "science" 
which is not allowed to go beyond the limits of the 
so-called "substance". 

The West is now passing gradually over this phase 
of random detachment between "science" and 
"knowledge" as an effort to entitle the mind to say-so; 
the mind which has always been yearning for the 
ultimate truth. 

The mind says that the source of science honour in 
the whole universe and throughout the past generations 
is the assurance that should be delivered by science to 
the mind; yet, this assurance is meant to be compatible 
with the reality that science adheres to. 

So, once assurance is established and the message of 
science is delivered, there will be no problem to have 
different terms or approaches for the word "assurance" 
or the word "science" as far as the significant target of 
science is achieved. 

As soon as this transformation is complete, the list of 
topics to be inspected by science will expand to include 



all the truths of the universe and on top of that is the 
unseen matters related to the existence of the Creator; 
i.e. the Almighty God, and to the existence and end of 
Man. 

It is worth mentioning that, just as the West knew 
that the course to approach certainty in material / 
physical issues is observation and experimentation, they 
will know today that the way to reach scientific 
certainty in unseen supernatural matters is to depend on 
authentic systematic news that will lastly lead to divine 
revelation through which God speaks to his people 
identifying Himself and making them aware of the story 
of Man's journey in life. 

The West will not take on to God and have faith in 
Him in a traditional foggy way beyond the reach of 
science whereby they will stand akimbo against 
corruption. They will actually approach God in the 
same way a starving man approaches food awaiting 
him, or a straying man who, after so long, comes back 
home. 
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In other words, any person who seems to be 
observing is actually an essential part in the world of 
physics and its laws, not merely a spectator or judge as 
Newton and his adherents thought. 

Zoology, on the other hand, was not compatible with 
the previous conceptions and predictions of the physical 
intellection which tremendously flourished and reached 
its zenith in the 20th century. 

It unexpectedly came up with new different 
conceptions which refuted and knocked down the 
previous successive and contradicted evolution theories. 
The last one perhaps to proclaim the invalidity of those 
theories was Maurice Bucaille in his book "What Is The 
Origin of Man". 

Under this vehement transformation, scientists must 
have been showered with questions beyond the limits of 
the visible material world whereby the Western Man, in 
particular, would insist on science and nothing but 
science to provide persuasive and satisfied answers. So, 






with science in the firing line, and apology is the only 
way out. 

Hence, science is at a loss for words when certain 
issues are called into questions; issues such as the birth 
of human existence, news from ancient times, the 
destiny of man after death and what man is coming up 
against or the reality of mind or the soul and its location 
in the body. Science then would come up with: This has 
nothing to do with me, or no available answers!! 

Under these circumstances, the mind has got the 
right to question if science is at all useful?! 

For this or that reason, a crisis has been, sometime 
ago, spreading along between the mind and the science 
following the process of transformation indicated 
earlier. And as a result , some scientists in the West 
went into shedding new light on the outdated meaning 
of the word "Science" and plenty of books have been 
recently published in the West aiming at putting science 
into new perspective so as to reconcile between the 
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Everything beyond this sense is, at best cases, called 
"knowledge", which some inividuals may enjoy, but it 
has been, until recently, in the back seat of the society 
away from the domain of control and leadership. 

Moreover, the difference between the two concepts 
"science" and "knowledge" is only existent in the 
Western terminology. 

Thus, since the story of the universe and its 
relationship with the Creator and that of Man's journey 
in life do not fall within the domain of the visible 
observable experiments of science, then the Western 
man has everv right not to concern about those issues or 
pay any attention whatsoever to them. 

This is the story of the broken / collapsed bridge and 
the gap between the material reality the West is 
indulged in and the spectacular future faith, that I do 
think, the West, as well, will soon end up to. 

So, what about the story of the efforts that are being 
exerted in the Western world to amend this bridge and 
to stretch it forth? 
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It goes without saying that the one in charge for the 
imprisonment of the word "Science" within the visible 
observed experiment is the West from which plenty of 
scientists mastered experimental sciences. This could 
be obviously seen in the notions of three pioneering 
scientists predestined to share the era of the 17th 
century, i.e. Galileo, Dikhart and Newton. 

I will probably not exaggerate if I say that these 
three scientists had been the first to confine the 
meaning of the word "science" within these tights but 
rather suffocating material limits. For if they consider 
"substance" as the source for the whole universe, then 
that suffocation material / physical prison was indeed, 
in their point of view, the operating theater for the 
scientific researches. 

Contrastively, the 20th Century inventions knocked 
down Newton's physics and his predictions and so led 
physics to abandon the notion of infinite time and 
endless place, and to consider the equivalence of the 
matter and energy as a result brought about by the 
pivotal position of the observer. 
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approaches to God and practice his/her servitude to 
Him. 

I got to know one of those people who converted to 
Islam, an American chap, a university teacher in 
U.S.A., I came across him at one of the Islamic 
conferences in Riyadh in Saudi Arabia. We had then the 
chance to go to Mekkah to perform '"Umrah". He was 
the most devout person among us in worshipping God. 
He attached himself closely to the "Ancient House" 
Al-Ka 'bah, and remained so like a frightened lost baby 
that had found his mother and hugged her hard so that 
he would not lose her again. When completed the 
'Umrah rituals, every one of us cut few hairs (as a sign 
of completion and submission to God), whereas that 
chap chose to have all his hair shaved off though he had 
nice golden hair. 

The question that must cross the mind is : Through 
which way the West will pass its material life into a life 
of Faith that would release them from the misery of 
frustration onto happiness? 
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The answer is that today there is a blocked way and 
a collapsed bridge. However, there has been persistent 
mental efforts in progress for sometime now to break 
the dam and repair the bridge, and I would like to brief 
you about the story of this broken bridge and the mental 
efforts that are rapidly piling up to sort the bridge out 
and stretch it forth. 

The West was and is still dealing with science and 
only science. Hence, everything else is invaluable. 
There is nothing wrong with that as it is an intelligent 
attitude compatible with God's commandment in the 
Qur'an. 

The problem then lies in the Western interpretation / 
understanding of the word "Science" and the 
confinement of it within material limits. Therefore, the 
Western terminology for the word "Science" is the 
sensible / physical experiment conducted after a process 
of observation upon which a conclusion is made. 

Thus, the movement of science has been directed to 
a more material / physical efforts than internal 
intellectual activities. 
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up at a compassionate hand that offered him cold water, 
this man would undoubtedly adore this hand and its 
owner. 

Similarly, those people in the West, who completed 
their arduous journey to the prayer niche (Mihrab) of 
worship of the Almighty God, where they got to know 
who they really are, and tasted the ecstasy of turning to 
God and being close to Him after a long time of 
deviation, their relationship with God will be as similar 
as that one between the thirsty helpless man and the 
warm hand that helped him out and satisfied his thirst. 

Likewise, this Man has been going through from 
one startling experience to another and moving about 
freely from drinking to drug traps to perversion without 
any hope of coming across somebody who would be 
there for him, ease his worries or take care of him, and 
no sooner does he see God through the eye of insight 
and feel Him in his heart, than he hears God saying: 









"Allah is indeed your protector" (Surat 
al-Maidah: 5/55). 

And once submitting to the rupture of this divine 
speech, he will hear God saying: 

"This is because Allah is the Lord of those who believe and 
the unbelievers have no Lord" (Muhammad: 47/11), and just 
before he wakes up from the intoxication of this 
heavenly speech, he will have another message from 
God saying: 

"Allah is the Lord of those who believe and takes them out 
of the darkness into light, but those who do not believe their 
guardians are false gods who take them out of light to 
darkness. "(Baqarah: 2/257). 

This call will undoubtedly attract those who get it 
and elevate them to the highest degree of friendliness 
and love with the Caller. Hence, this love will grow and 
grow the farther the person gets away from those bitter 
days and the deeper and closer he/she makes 
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he can only find the real way out by resorting to the 
mirror that would acquaint him with his own identity 
and then guide him to Islam; that is the only trunk that 
would bridge the gap of distance generated among all 
the divine religious faiths. 

Thus Islam gives Man back his prestige and human 
sanctity. It will show Man the brighter side of life both 
in, short and long terms, reunite family, spread a happy 
atmosphere at home and satisfy the heart's needs and 
yearning for emotions and spiritual desire. 

In the light of the above mentioned facts, the new 
anticipated emergence of Islam will take place in the 
West, and first from the West. But the Western Man 
will NOT take on to Islam so as to exploit it as those 
who master the art of manipulation in the same way as 
the Romans converted to Christianity in the past or 
Jews (of Solanik) to Islam at the end of the Ottoman 
Caliphate. 

This Western resort to Islam will not, however, be 
sought for more colonial expansion, economic 
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greediness or as a wish to sort out social problems. It is 
actually motivated by the search for the lost identity or 
forlorn emotions. 

In other words, this inclination to Islam is like a man 
who comes back home to his family after a long time of 
seclusion and desertion. 

But the question lying here is: What is the magic 
factor that would help transfer the West from the 
extreme libertinism to the extreme commitment and 
discipline? The answer is simply Love and only Love. 

The source of this love, however, will be as a result 
of the Westerners' disappointment with what is thought 
to be the secret of happiness from the pleasures of life 
and their feeling of the satisfactory ecstasy which will 
unexpectedly overwhelm their hearts at the first sincere 
turning to God. 

To set an example, the thirsty man who has been 
afflicted with mirage after mirage and pushed by his 
fatal thirst to face up deceit after deceit, and then ended 
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Metaphorically speaking, this man is ruminating his 
feeling of alienation from the monotonous life he is 
leading and subsequently expressing this feeling in 
different ways and bizarre behaviour. He tries by all 
means to get fuel for his compassion and thirsty soul 
out of pleasure and luxury means available to him, yet 
he only comes across the juice that would sustain his 
sturdy body and overstuffed tummy as if he were no 
more than a mass of flesh, bones and blood. He tries to 
search at home where he grew up for a source for his 
passions and peace of mind, but he only finds this in a 
luxurious suite in a hotel where he can relax and sleep 
and drown his worry and tiredness. 

As for the family or the ties between husband and 
wife or parents and children, they are almost a history 
or rolled up memoirs that could be talked about by 
historians and conveyed generation after genetation. 

Through indulging himself in pleasure and whims, 
the Western Man tries to grope the happiness and the 
peace of mind he is yearning for., yet, he only gets a 
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suffocating distress and blue depression. It is, 
therefore, happiness made by a glass of wine not felt 
truly deep in their hearts. 

Considering the value of Man in the West, it is 
looked at through a mere mechanical standard - indeed, 
people in the West are living under the reign of the 
machine and are moving accordingly. Under this 
reality, they have become as spareparts or elements that 
can be replaced within a tremendous machine, i.e. the 
State! 

To put that Man, in question, in the perspective of 
political conflicts, he is considered no more than a 
mathematical figure or a fraction of a unit divided by 
millions whereby the value of this fraction or figure is 
seen only through the material objectives that are 
furiously competed for. 

This is the Western Man. He is living as a prisoner in 
his glittering devious civilisation and no matter how 
long it takes him to look and investigate for an outlet, 
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Though I am quite sure of the aggressive attitude, 
hidden and open alike, of the West against Muslims in 
their own countries, I am also quite certain that a new 
emergence for Islam will loom large in the western part 
of the world itself. 

The source of this hope, however, does not come 
from human efforts being exerted by Muslims nor from 
a pioneering civilised Islamic level enjoyed by them in 
the Muslim countries, the case, as is well-known, is 
quite different. 

This hope comes from the fact that the Western 
World, for quite sometime now, has frozen from its 
predestined mounting progress achieved as from the 
Renaissance and it is now going round and round in 
circles, it is moving but in a vicious circle. 

By the word progress, I do not mean that of science 
and technology or military and agriculture, I actually 
mean human progress in general which is meant to be 
the target of all sorts of progress. In this sense, all the 






scientific achievements, military power and economic 
movements are considered as harmonious combining 
parts for one wholeness, i.e. human life with its 
constituents and requirements. 

Nonetheless, those combining parts have, sometime 
ago, disintegrated from their wholeness. They are, 
figuratively speaking, a sort of tributaries of pure water 
that is meant to pour out from different directions into a 
reclaimed cultivated land so as to make it bloom with 
greenery, goodness and crops. Yet this pure water has 
been diverted from that thirsty land and instead leaked 
into different valleys and depths, and consequently 
wasted. 

Architecture is skyrocketing, scientific inventions 
are increasing, military power is more destructive, 
political shrewdness is continuously glittering, 
nevertheless, the Western man, who is supposed to be 
the major concern and the beneficiary of all those 
activities and energies has been, for so long, standing 
before what seems like closed doors beyond the reach 
of his aspirations. 
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I was in Strasbourg / France with a few friends 
chatting up immediately after one of the Islamic 
conferences over there, and while I was bitterly talking 
about the disappointment at the Muslims and their 
status quo, a French brother, called himself Yousuf, 
addressed me saying: how far away are you from the 
Words of the Almighty God: 

"O ye who believe! if any from among you turn back from 
his Faith, Allah will bring a people whom He will love and who 
will love Him - lowly with the believers, mighty against the 
unbelievers, fighting in the way of Allah and never afraid of 
the reproaches of such as find fault" (Surat Al-Maidah: 5/54). 
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I can not figure out how happy and excited I was 
with these brief words addressed to me by that French 
brother! Athough this Quranic Verse is terrific with all 
the indication and good omen it bears, my extreme 
excitement did not emerge from listening to this Verse 
in particular as much as from the proud utterance of this 
verse by that French person. 

I looked at him making a great effort to utter this 
Quranic Verse in Arabic as he reflected the truth of 
these divine great words. 

This fascinating correspondence between the 
wording of this verse and its significance, embodied in 
the person of that Frenchman, opened before me a 
broad horizon of hope that a complete human 
inclination to Islam will soon happen in the West. 

By human inclination, I do not mean the intellectual 
direction that comprises an accumulation of thoughts 
and philosophies, I rather mean the sentimental 
direction which corresponds to this fascinating Verse, 
i.e. (He loves them as they love Him). 
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
